The demands of the men were re- 
fused by the management. On Dec. 
2 last a strike vote was ordered, and, 
according to the union leaders, re 
sulted overwhelmingly in favor of a 
strike. The railway management im- 
mediately informed the federal board 
of the action of the union, with the 
reeult that on Dec. 11 the board noti- 
fied both the railway management 326 
the railway employés that it had taken 
jurisdiction. 

The union officials questioned the au- 
thority of thé board, but bowed to the 
order to appear before it in Chicago. 

The board has intimated that if the 
union leaders persist in refusing tv 
recognize its authority they will be 
enjoined from ordering a strike until 
the question of the powers of the board 
has beer passed on by the United 
States Supreme court.
